Facts Back House 
On Roads Decision 


After the shouting has subsided on 
the attempted 50-million-dollar rural 
roads boondoggle, a Senate investigating 
committee is developing information 
which proves even more the House of 
Representatives’ wisdom in defeating the 
proposal. 

Authority member David Price of 
Jesup told the committee Tuesday that 
probably 75 per cent of the contracts 
awarded to counties by the Rural Roads 
Authority are sublet to contractors. The 
legality of this procedure has been ques- 
tioned vigorously and it is easy to see 
how it could lead to grave abuses, poorly 
constructed roads and inevitable politi- 
cal pressures. 

According to the testimony, if a 
county is able to let the contract at a 
figure lower than its award from the 
authority, it can pocket the difference. 
In other words, under the guise of build- 
ing rural roads, the state is going into 
the business of subsidizing county govern- 
ments and county politicians. 

That, of course, should explain and 
sustain charges that roads built under 
the bonded-debt program are costing 
much more. Presumably any funds left 
over from subcontracts go into general 
county funds. Net result of that is to in- 
vite higher costs at the expense of all tax- 
payers to benefit favored counties or to 
influence county politics. That’s a costly 
way to maintain political control. 

In the matter of maintenance, Mr. 
Price was frank enough to say that the 
state eventually may have to take over 
the job although the act creating the 
authority makes it clear that maintenance 
is up to the counties. 

Will maintenance contracts, too, be 
let to counties which in turn will sublet 
them? If that be the case, the state 
would soon find itself called upon to 
pay for all road maintenance and the 
gigantic highway bureaucracy thus cre- 

ated would be cumbersome, weighted 
with politics and impossible to finance. 
Local county government would become 
more and more a ward and lackey of 
the state. Our main roads would be neg- 
lected even worse than now. 

Everyone wants rural roads 
where they are needed and in 
with the elas ability to pay for them. 
But all citizens, rural and urban, must 
be opposed to a system which is bound 
to be reflected in higher taxes, poorer 
roads and maintenance problems which 
already are beyond the state's capabil- 
ities. 

Let’s have roads but let’s have them 
at a price we can afford without crippling 
other services.

Created Itself a Riddle 


he U.S. Department of Agriculture is 
twisting and squirming to arrive at a so- 
lution of a riddle it formulated. 

The riddle: What to do about farmers 
signing up for participation in the soil 
bank’s acreage reserve program after 
those at the head of long lines deposited 
more in the bank than available funds 
could compensate? 

One stab toward an answer was an 
abrupt halt to accepting applications 
nearly two months before the deadline. 
This stirred up a hornet’s nest among 
those who didn’t get on the list. So the 
order came down from Washington to 
resume sign-ups. 

Along with it came no provisions as 
to where the funds are to be derived. No 
specific instructions were issued concern- 
ing a maximum limit regulation or re-al- 
location of acreage. 

The entire dilemma would have been 
avoided if the agriculture department 
had, in the first place, worked out an 
equitable formula instead of putting the 
program on a haphazard first-come, first- 
served basis. 

Meanwhile, our sympathy is with the 
farmer. He has everything to combat from 
the weather to the stupid blunders of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. He sel- 
dom knows which will swat him the 
hardest the next day. 


Let Assembly Approve 


‘Detention Homes Bill 


The Georgia Legislature now has be- 
fore it an administration-favored bill 
which would set up a statewide system 
of juvenile detention homes. It is a good 
bill and its. adoption would be in the best 
interest of the state in controlling the 
very real problems:of delinquency. 

As with many other administration 
measures,- The Constitution has support- 
ed this idea from the beginning. We com- 
mend the governor for his interest in it 
and for his support of other measures 
contributing to welfare of all the people. 

Quite contrary to his statement of his 
Wednesday press conference, this news- 
paper has given the Griffin administra- 


tion full credit and support in its efforts 
in behalf of education, traffic safety, 
mental health and related fields. The ad- 
ministration has, in fact, made its great- 
est contribution in the field of education, 
including improvements in the university 
system. 

Financing these programs is the major 
problem confronting the state. They do 
not permit wild and indiscriminate spend- 
ing in doubtful areas at the expense of 
those which are most essential.

Cities Certainly Deserve 


This Token Tax Relief! 


A false barrier created mainly by ora- 
torical wind is one of the principal deter- 
rents to examination and treatment of 
many legislative bills on their merit. 

It is supposed to be the line of distinc- 
tion between rural and urban areas. 


It was dragged out again to defeat the 
bill which would have given transit com- 
panies some tax relief. Rural legislators 
claimed the measure would have favored 
the city folks instead of farmers. 

Why do they choose to be so short- 
sighted? 

Urban residents must have the food 
and fiber produced on the farm. On the 
other hand, the farmers must have the 
urban market to consume their products, 


If the transit companies are forced to 
close their doors, for instance, it will 
mean thousands of urban residents must 
pay more to travel to and from work. 
Some would have to give up their jobs 
and, in all probability, settle for other 
work paying less. As a result they would 
buy less products from farms and mills. 
The transit incident merely is one of sev- 
eral examples of what can come from 
deliberate attempts to create a senseless 
clash between the two groups. 

Surely the legislators will not pursue 
the same line of argument in consider- 
ing the proposal to grant municipalities 
refunds on gas taxes they pay on fuel 
used by city vehicles. 

It’s time the lawmakers recognized 
the fact that municipalities, while shoul- 
dering the major portion of the state tax 
load, have just about exhausted all the 
means the state allows them in producing 
revenue to finance their own operations. 
Population shifts have intensified the 
pinch. 

Relatively speaking, the $300,000 in- 
volved in the proposed refunds on gas 
taxes is a piddling amount as far as 
state finances are concerned. But passage 
of the bill at least would correct one 
wrong, a tax upon a tax, and show good 
faith between the areas. 

Rep. William Killian of Glynn County, 
in discussing the defeated transit tax re- 
lief bill, said: “It is a sad commentary 
on this House that every bill which 
comes up has to be a city-versus-country 
issue.” It is, indeed. The false barrier 
should be wiped away.

Cities Should Be Relieved 


From Payin 2g a Tax on Gas 


The campaign of the Georgia Municipal Assn. 


to relieve mu- 


nicipalities from paying tax on city gasoline purchases should receive 
support in the General Assembly, despite the outlook for a leveling- 


off of state revenues. 

Georgia cities would save a 
total of about $300,000 per year if 
the Legislature decided to grant 
the relief. 


Admittedly this is not a great 
sum, particularly when it is split 
among the many municipalities 
which would benefit from it. 

The GMA points out that the 
savings, though comparatively 
small, will benefit 47 per cent of 
the state population. And in pass- 
ing it mentions that $1,446,887.74 
fuel tax refunds for farmers dur- 
ing the 1955-56 fiscal year in the 
state benefited only 21 per cent 
of the state population. 


The question of right or wrong 
has nothing to do, of course, with 
how much money is involved or 
how many people are affected. 

The association has a much 
sounder case when it points to 
the injustice of extracting tax 
funds from the cities and giving 
them to the state in the face of 
a changing population pattern 
whereby 47 per cent of the popu- 
lation already lives in the cities 
and towns and 32 per cent of the 
population lives in the coun- 
try but works in towns. 

Quite naturally the municipali- 


‘ties are hard-pressed to supply 


the demands for city services and 
the situation is worsening. 
Moreover, the federal govern- 
ment does not levy a gasoline tax 
against cities nor do many of the 


other states. And in many of 
those states where states do levy 
gas tax, the cities share in taxes 
thus collected by the state. 

Georgia has already indicated 
it recognizes the fairness of not 
taxing cities by exempting them 
from paying the $ per cent sales 
tax. 

The GMA proposal is not one 
which will save the taxpayer any 
money, except perhaps in that 
municipalities would not have to 
tax quite as much to support 
local services. 

Rather, the bill would result in 
a more proper, fair distribution 
of the tax load so that city money 
is spent for city purposes.

Because prayer is such a deep interest of my 
own life, rarely a day passes that I do not find 
in my reading something I want to keep and re- 


member about ‘prayer. For example, ‘Reach up as far as you can, 
and God will reach down all the rest of the way.’ 


Another I found: “How careful 
we need to be that we live every 
day in such a way that our pray- 
ers are not hindered, and that 
God can be pleased to give us the 
answers.”

Another poem I found is: ‘‘Have 
you ever prayed about it — You 
wonder what is best — Then place 
the matter in His hands — and 
leave to Him the rest — The load 
is lifted when you pray — Your 
heart will lose its sigh — When 
you give all into His hands — As 
He is standing by.” 

And one more: “‘We mutter and 
sputter — We fume and we spurt 
— We mumble and grumble — 
Our feelings get hurt — we can’t 
understand things — Our vision 
grows dim — When all that we 
need is — A moment with Him.”

Soviet Union have reached an agreement. It is not going to end the 


cold war but it bears on its conduct. 


The agreement itself will set in 
motion a wide-ranging exchange of 
contacts—both people and ideas— 
between the U.S.A. and _ the 
U.S.S.R. 

To bring about a wider contact 
among our peoples, arrangements 
are being made to exchange some 
40 delegations of persons in in- 
dustry, agriculture, the sciences, 
teachers, writers, composers, 
singers, dancers, actors and sym- 
phony orchestras. 

To bring about a wider ex- 
change of ideas, arrangements 
are being made for a series of 
Soviet radio and TV programs to 
be heard in the United States 
with comparable time on the So- 
viet radio and TV available for 
American programs 

I think this is an exceedingly 
important piece of East-West 
business for these reasons: 

1. This exchange issue was one 
of the half dozen topics which oc- 
cupied the summit conference at 
Geneva. Something is now being 
done about it. Any evenly meas- 
ured agreement with Moscow is 
useful. One little agreement could 
lead to another. 

2. It should be frankly recogn- 
ized that in the radio and TV ex- 
change the Soviets are making a 
harder and, in reality, a greater 
concession to us than we are mak- 
ing to them. In permitting any 
American programs on the Soviet 
radio and TV networks, Moscow 
is giving up a degree of its nearly

We, in return, are 
only called upon to practice more 
of the freedom of speech and in- 
quiry which we prize so highly. 

3. The agreement may help lay 
the groundwork for further agree- 
ment. We shouldn’t expect very 
much very soon. But it can’t fail 
to be helpful in the long view 
for more Russians and more 
Americans to know each other's 
country better. This is the kind 
of exchange which we should wel- 
come and in which both sides 
will win. 

The patience and skill of the 
head of the State Department's 
office of East-West contacts, Am- 
bassador William Lacy, helped to 
make the negotiations successful. 
He tried all along to get Moscow 
to include an exchange of ‘‘com- 
mentaries on world events” as 
part of the mutual radio and TV 
programs. So far the Soviets have 
demurred at permitting the broad- 
casts to be as political and as con- 
troversial as such . “‘commen- 
taries’’ would inevitably become. 

The agreed subjects for the 
radio and TV exchange are limit- 
ed to science techniques, sports, 
industry, agriculture, education 
and health. This is a good begin- 
ning. They provide opportunity to 
give to Soviet listeners and view- 
ers a picture of how life is lived 
in America and how a free so- 
ciety works.

Mr. Zaroubin is more interested in power than in manners, in the 


future than in the present. 

He was surveying the horizon, 
and all nations that survey the 
American horizon these days pay 
considerable attention to the 
young man from California. 

This is true, not only of the 
Russians but of the British, whose 
embassy here has recently real- 
ized, like the rest of us, that it 
doesn’t know as much about Nix- 
on as it should. So they are all 
seeking him out, and their ques- 
tions are both interesting and in- 
structive. 

They want to know what power 
he has now, and they want: to 
know what experience and talent 
he has for the exercise of presi- 
dential power. Their analysis of 
Mr, Nixon starts where most 
home-grown interpretations leave 
off. The future of their countries 
will be affected by who makes 
the decisions that move Ameri- 
¢an power in the world and that 
is what interests them more than 

anything else. 

They know he is playing a larg- 
er role in the politics of his party, 
that he is attending National Se- 
curity Council meetings, and go- 
ing abroad for the President (he 
is planning a trip to Europe this 
spring), but they are not con- 
vinced that he is actually exer- 
Cising much power now or get- 
ting much experience in the exer- 
cise of executive power. 

And on this, despite all the 
glowing pres of Mr. Nixon's 
” they are right. 


Nobody knows this better than 
Mr. Nixon himself. His experi- 
ence has been almost wholly on 
the legislative and political side. 
He has had no experience at the 
intricate business of executive ad- 
ministration, either at the state 
or federal level. He has spent 
most of his time as an individual 
political operator on Capitol Hill, 
which is wholly different from ex- 
ecutive responsibility, and he is 
neither exercising executive pow- 
er at the present time nor get- 
ting the essential preparation to 
do so. 

This is not Mr. Nixon’s fault. 
He wanted to take over the chair- 
manship of the operations co- 
ordinating board which is 
charged with responsibility for 
seeing that all decisions of the 
National Security Council are car- 
ried out, but when the State De 
partment protested the idea was 
dropped. 

He can listen to discussions in 
the N.S.C. on foreign and defense 
policy matters and participate in 
these discussions, but even when 
he is chairman of this council he 
must be cautious to avoid cross- 
ing the members of the Cabinet. 

Mr. Nixon himself cannot press 
for new authority and executive 
experience without! crossing Sher- 
man Adams or seeming to hurry 
the President off the stage.

French editors put out front 
page bulletins declaring them- 
selves “‘weeping with joy and 
emotion,”’ and exclaiming, “The 
king is dead, long live the 
king!” 

Fashion circles were in a 
frantic whirl over his collection, 


which put sex in the sack. A- 


leading American fashion au- 
thority told interviewers she 
considered young  Saint-Lau- 
rent’s show this morning “the 
greatest there has ever been 
in the history of fashion.” 


CALLED TO BALCONY 


The enthusiastic acclaim was 
so great that Saint-Laurent 
was called to the balcony of the 
Dior House to respond to ap- 
plause from a crowd outside on 
the Auenue Montaigne. One 
newspaper, describing this, 
said, ‘‘His Majesty Christian 
Dior II has just presented his 
first spring collection. ... At 
21, he has become one of the 


greatest couturiers of the 
world.” 

His debut as Dior’s successor, 
with the “trapeze line,” 


launched Yves Saint-Laurent as 


a daring young man indeed. 
Instead of engineering a revolu- 
tion by scuttling the sack which 
Dior approved only last season, 
he has made bigger and better 
ones. Some _ spectators were 
betting that if a mannequin sat 
down in her blimp dress, she 
would disappear in the puffy 
skirt.

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Fear of Cancer Is Fear of the Unknown 


By DR. MARION HILLIARD 

Today I'd like to deal with the fear of cancer, 
which rides on the backs of some women like a 
foul monkey. I am flabbergasted at how many 
women won't even pronounce the word. This 
leads to enigmatic conversations over the bridge 
table like: | 

“Harry has been looking poorly. Do you think 
he has...” 

“Could be. Janet, his sister, had it.” 

“Terrible thing.” 

“Yes, terrible.”’ 

The ladies finish their game so sick with fear 
for their own internal twinges that they won't be 
able to digest the pineapple and shrimp salad 
the hostess is going to serve. 

Their attitude, as I say, really perplexes me. 
I can think of a dozen afflictions I am really 
afraid of, and cancer isn’t one of them. 

I've wondered a good deal about the fear of 
cancer. Are these women afraid of death? I 
don’t really think so. Except for the separation 
from their families, most people aren't deeply 


Are they afraid of pain? I doubt it. Most pain 
is bearable, and unbearable pain is difficult to 
imagine. 

Are they afraid of lingering, expensive lan- 
guishing? Maybe that’s it. Too many cancer pa- 
tients in the past have been nursed at home, 
pitiful specimens that shocked and frightened the 
entire family. I suspegt that much of the dread 
of cancer will be lifted when hospitals have room 
for all cancer patients. 

More than all these reasons, though, I believe 
that fear of cancer is a fear of the unknown. It 
is a mysterious blackness with a ghoul’s name 
and a sadist’s reputation. All too often a person 
chronically afraid of cancer has just found a con- 
venient label for her chronic fear of insecurity. 
She is afraid of a future that may find her un- 
loved, unwanted. 

We could try to remove the fear of cancer 
with a thorough examination, but we can’t cure 
the fear. She will, if she must, find another label. 
One woman was pathologically afraid that her 
appendix would rupture. Someone asked her doc-

her appendix, healthy though it was. “That would 
not help,” he replied gloomily. ““Then she'd have 
to be afraid of cancer. This is easier.” 

There is, of course, a healthy fear of cancer. 
Women between the ages of 35 and 50 should be 
aware that cancer is a possibility. 

The unhealthy fear of cancer is characterized 
by a refusal to go to a doctor. The woman is so 
ridden by the obsession that she has cancer that 
she cannot bear to have her diagnosis confirmed. 
This is tragically unreasonable but too common. 

Consumed with fear, the woman has a strained 
relation with her husband and children. She veers 
from tears to a mask of indifference. She can't 
be interested in her daughter's behavior problem

doom to occupy her mind completely. 

I have a patient who is justified in her fear 
of cancer. Her two sisters, her mother and her 
father died of cancer. She comes to me for re- 
assurance frequently and we discuss it thorough- 
ly. She gets her fears out in the daylight, which 
is a fair way of dispelling them. 

My friends have sometimes asked me what a 
doctor does when cancer is discovered in a pa- 
tient. ‘I suppose,’ someone once observed, ‘“‘that 
you have a case of hysterics on your hands when 
you tell them.” 

I have never had such a thing happen. I never 
say, “I'm afraid you may have cancer. We'll 
have to investigate.’’ This obviously is both cruel 
and stupid. Once the diagnosis is made that there 
is a malignancy, I begin the treatment. Only then, 
when I have something positive to tell the pa- 
tient, do I reveal that cancer has been found. 
Her shock is cushioned by the knowledge that the 
battle to cure her has already begun. 

The awful thing is to be alone with a fear. I 
have never forgotten the patient who thought she 
had cancer and was too afraid to come to a doc-

tor. Finally, when she was very MM, she was 
forced to come and see me and I discovered she 
had advanced cancer, incurable. 

Her husband and her father insisted that I 
keep the knowledge from her. I agreed reluct- 
antly, and witnessed the stark terror in her eyes 
as her doctor and the men she loved kept insist- 
ing that nothing serious was the matter with her. 
She died in the ambulance to the hospital, alone 
and still frightened. 

I will never again accept a case where I am 
forbidden to tell my patient what is the matter 
with her. That woman's eyes haunt me. I am 
sure I could have communicated some strength 
to her if I could have been honest; I am sure the 
love of her husband and father, given without a 
false note, would have comforted her. 

Never face a fear alone. If you are afraid of 
cancer, let your doctor reassure you. Since fear 
—any fear—is unreasonable, never try to reason 
with it 

So-called “positive thinking” is no weapon 
acainst fear. Only positive faith can rout the 
black menace of fear and give life a radiance.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30—A special House subcom- 
mittee will question five members of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission under oath next week on spe- 
cial charges of “personal misconduct. 
seven members of the FCC will be called to testify on 
broader allegations of improper administration of the 
government’s vast controls over television, radio and 
other forms of communications. 


Plans for this second stage in, 


its investigation into the operation 
and activities of six big federal 
reculatory agencies were laid at 
a three-hour closed strategy meet- 
ing of the subcommittee on Legis- 
lation Oversight. 

The nine-member subcommittee 
laid the groundwork for this de- 
tailed study of the FCC by com- 
pleting this morning a four-day 
“general survey”’ of all the agen- 
cies. 

In his closing testimony, Fd- 
ward N. Gadsby, chairman of the 
Security and Exchange Commis- 
sion, affirmed that his agency 
made all its decisions ‘‘independ- 
ently’ of the executive branch 
of government. 

The subcommittee, headed by 
Rep. Moulder (Dem, Miss), is 
particularly interested in finding 
out whether the ‘“‘independent”’ 
agencies exercising the authority 
and power granted them by Con- 
gress might be influenced in any 
way by executive departments.

“Suddenly,”” Mrs. Sam Camp- 
bell, Jerry’s mother, related, ‘‘a 
mule ran up on my boy, knocked 
him down and stomped its hoof 
into his face.”’ 

The blow bashed in Jerry’s nose, 
pushed out an_ undefermined 
number of teeth, cut his tongue, 


and seriously damaged the roof 


and gums of the boy’s mouth. 
But his doctor said he was “pro- 
gressing excellently” Thursday 
night. 

Jerry’s mouth was swollen tight- 


ly shut and he was unable to 


talk or eat. 


He is being fed 
through tubes. 

To communicate with his moth- 
er, who is staying at his bed- 
side, Jerry signals “yes” by 
holding his right hand up, and 
“no” by lifting his left. 

“Jerry has been a brave boy,” 
his mother said, ‘“‘and he hasn't 
cried since he’s been in the hos- 
pital.” 

He scribbled a note in bed to 
his mother: ‘‘Mules are mean.” 

The surgeon looking after Jerry 
has hopes for almost complete 
recovery, in time, with the aid 
of plastic surgery and artificial 
teeth later. 

Jerry’s father operates a small 
garage at Rhine.

Artist-Cook Version 
Of Paella of S pain 


The Paella of Spain, a pun- 
gent dish of chicken, shellfish 
and rice, has acquired a reputa- 
tion of being an intricate and 
time-consuming dish to prepare. 
Here’s a secret: with today’s 
supermarket shortcuts. an 
Americanized version of Paella 
can be put together in an hour. 
and it makes an easy party 
dinner, for the entire meal is 
cooked in one pot. 


The versions of Paella are in- 
finite, because in Spain each 
artist-cook has his or her own 
special recipe. Certain ingre- 
dients are essential for authen- 
tic flavor: to start with, olive 
oil is a must for browning the 
chicken, onions and garlic. The 
olive oil from Spain adds char- 
acter to the dish that nothing 
else can duplicate. A pinch of 
saffron is also important, but 
be sure you get imported saf- 
fron, for the American herb of 
the same name is quite differ- 
ent in flavor. Saffron is avail- 
able at drug stores or at food 
specialty shops, and half an 
ounce of- it goes a very long 
wry. 

Any assortment of shellfish 
may be used. We suggest a 
combination of shrimp or lob- 
ster (the frozen will do nicely) 
with clams from a can.
